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THE TOWN GF EDMONTON. 

The country is a necessity to the 
town, The towa is merely a conven- 
ience to the country. But proximity 
to a town is an advantage to the farm 
in proportion to its size aud the char- 
acter of its ‘cusiness. If the town 
is merely a local market place, where 
grain is sold and suppiies purchased, 
the advantage of proximity is rot 
nearly as great as if it has other 
twade. Whe towm wihich if a great 
wholesale centre; whose busiuess is to 
sbip flour and vacoy and buiter and 
catmeal and other munufactures from 
the products oi the iarm direct to con- 
sumers is a much better farmers’ mar- 
ket than ove which is merely a point 
of collection for the great wholesale 
centres, quite irrespective of the mere 
population of the place. The, tows sq 
Kituated is not only a better piace for 
the farmer to sell his products, but it 
is also a better ulace ior him to pur- 
chase his requirements. The middle- 
inan, must always have; ‘his profit. 
Frequenliy it exceeds the profits of 
the producer. The fewer handlings be- 
tween producer and consumer the bet- 
ter prices the one gets and the better 
yalues the other. The town 
Edmonton is the business 
of the Edmonton  dis- 
trict. It is above everything else a 
point of whplesule trade. Its mer- 
chants distribute the products of the 
farm, as weli as goods imported, di- 
rect to the traders . and .. Indiaas' 
throughout the great Mackenzie basin. 
trade which extends 2,000 miles, 
right to the sherev of the Arctic. As 
already indicated elsewhere they also 
distribute farn, producis direct to the 
mining. 2nd lumber*camps of Koote_ 
muy. in order to reach his ultimate 
market the farmer here pays for only 
one handling instead of two or more 
nnd consequently gets better propor- 
tionate prices. The same rule holds 
food im his purchases. The merchants 
of Edmonton because of their large 
trade and strong capital import di- 
rect in carlots from original markets. 
And as competition is keen the farmer 

eos the beneyits These facts ,have 
led to the moderately close settlement 
of the district immediate)» surround- 
ing the town of Edmpntom for a dis- 
tance of about thirty miles in every 
direction, and to a considerable cor- 
respondirg increase in the prices’ of 
land. While homestead land may be 
had to any extent on the outskirts of 
this area it is reeegnized that where 
men are farming for prolit it is worth 
something to them to get land near 
town. Were such advantages as are 
found in the district immediately sur- 
rounding the town of Edmiontch con- 
fined to a narrow valley—land here 
would be worth $50 to $100 an acre. 
But cwirg to the ‘llimitable area of 
free iand immediately adjoining, 
which itse!* by railway: construction, 
my soon become almost as valuable, 
the price is kept down as yet to an 
average of $6 to $1? an acre according 
to location, condition and impreve- 
ments.

WINNIPEG BOARD OF TRADE 
AND ALBERTA OATS. 


Setretary Tims, of the board of 
trade is in receipt of the following let- 
ter from the Winnipeg board of trade 
in answer io the communication sent 
by the Edmonton board on the subject 
of the unjust grading of Alberta oats 
by the Grain Standards Board; 


Dear Sir.—In further reference to 
your letter of the 27th December, en- 
closing a copy of a resoiution passed 
by your board in refertence to an al- 
leged injustice done to Northern Al- 
berta by the Western Grain Standards 
Board in establishing certain “Com- 
mercial Grades” for cats of the crop 
of 1901, I am directed to enclose to 
you a copy of a resolution on this sub- 
ject passed by tha board, and to say 
that a copy thereof bas already beer 
forwarded to the honcrable the min- 
ister of trade aud commerce.

The resolution follows; 

“Wherens this board has received 
from the Edmonton board af trade a 
copy of a resolution passed by that 
board covering a complaint that the 
Edmonton district has been unjustly 
treated by the Western, Grain Stand- 
ards Board in the matter of certain 
“Commercial Grades” established for 
the oats of th4 crop of 1961. 

“And whereis the Western Grain 
Standards Board is a body the mem- 
bers of which are from Ontario, Que- 
bec, Manitoba aud the Northwest Ter- 
ritories and are appointed by order- 
in-council on the nomination of the 
hon. the minister of trade and com- 
merce, and the board: is under the ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of that minister, 
and in no way subject to any board 
o° trade.

“And further if the Territory of Al- 
fberta or any other territory is not 
represented on the Standards Board 
that representation should be given 
so that the interests of each section of 
the western country be safe guarded 
and any special needs made known.”

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SOCIAL ANP POLITICAL CONDITIONS. 


Besides material matters of crops 
anf! markets, social and, political con- 
ditions have mutch to do with the de- 
sirability of any country for residence. 
There must be security for life and 
property, the progressive and intelli- 
gent citizen of the present day must 
teel that he has full share in the direc- 
tion of ;ubdlic affairs, both of the 
greater and the lesser degree. No citi- 
zen of a free anid enlightened coun- 
try, could otherwise be content, no 
matter how favorable his materia] 
surroundings and condition. And no 
man who could or would be so content 
is} a desirable citizeni in a self-govern- 
ing country, suchas Canada. ‘To those 
who have read up the conditions on the 
western frontier of the United States 
and judge of the conditions of all pion- 
eer communities by that standard 
the Canadian West would be a sur- 
prise. Canada never had aj frontier 
in! the sense that) ‘any part of its ter- 
riotry was “west of the Jaw.” From 
the time that Canada, assumed con- 
trol of the ‘Territories there has been 
the most absolute security for life and 
property. This was provided ‘by the 
maintenance in the far outlying coun- 
try, not of militnry forces, Sut of 
mounted police, whe stvod. to actively 
uphold personal rights against un- 
lawful abuses or trespass from any 
eource. The effect of this early en- 
forcemeat of law and order has been 
to enable the formation of a public 
sentiment and the establishment of 
eocial contitions which could not oth- 
erwise have heen reached for many 
years. Life and property are as safe 
in hoth town and country, even ion 
the mest isolated ranch, or homestead, 
as in the older settled parts ct East- 
ern Canada or the United States. With 
this general secse of; security comes 
the establishment of the conveniences 
and advantages of civilization at the 
very earliest date at which growth of 
population will admit. 


The first and greatest necessity ot 
"| progressive civilization id schools. 
These ure under the sole control of the 
local legislature elected by. the people 
of the Territories. School districts are 
formed on a vpte of the prospective 
natepayers of the proposed, district. 
Bonds may be issued for the erection 
of school buildings subject! to the ap- 
proval of the department of education. 
Every mernns is taken; to .ensure a 
proper qualification on the part af 
tenchers and the educational stand- 
ard of the Territories is very high. 
The salaries paid te teachers varies 
from $35 to $50 a monih in country 
districts, and. runs up! to $1,200 in the 
cnse of principals of town schools. 
Only a small part’ of the teachers’ 
snlary is paid by, taxation on the dis- 
trict. Until last year. .79 (per cent 
wrusi paid by the local government and 
20 per cent by the district. A recent 
change in the law has altered this 
proportion somewhat, making the 
proportion paid from local taxes rath- 
er heavier in the town schcbls. Only 
one series of authprized school books 
is used in all schools. Religious teach- 
ing may ‘be given! for half an hour 
eyich day, at the option of the trustees, 
but this is not compulsory. Separate 
schools are allowed to the Cathojic or 
Protestant minority in a public school 
But in such schools thie 
grading of teachers and, the class of 
studies, outside of religion, are the 
same. The government thoroughly 
recognizes the great need, of good 
schcols and all legisiation is shaped ts 
the advantage of pioneer communities 
in school matters. But still people 
must belp themselves. At the optioa 
of the ratepayers a land tax may be 
adopted instead of a general tax on 
property. This system is adoptedi:in 
many of the country districts as a 
means of compelling the non-resident 
land holder to carry a fair share of 
the local burdens. Country school 
districts must not ‘be more than’ five 
miles squire and tbe school house 
must be as near? the centre of the 
district as possible. 


There are no county municipalities 
in the Northwest. Their place is tak- 
en by local improvemeat, districts. 
There are two systems, but the one 
prevailing in the Edmonton district 
is that when the area within a sur- 
veyed township has a certain resident 
population it is proclaimed a tecal im- 
provement district. The resident rate- 
payers elect an overseer, for a two 
years’ term, The overseer makes an 
nassessment of $2.50 on each quarter 
section of taxahle land, This tax Is 
payable in money or, lnbor in the case 
of residents, but in the case of non- 
residents must be prid ia cash, The 
levy is made by the overseer, who sup- 
erintends the work done and expends 
the money. making his return to tke 
Territorial (government. Unpaid 
taxes are collected by vhe local gov- 
ernment without expense or trouble to 
the district and the money handed 
over to it. It will be seen that the 
needs of education and of road im- 
provement are met with the least pos- 
sible waste of taxes, 


The only taxes in the country dis- 
tricts are those for roads and schools 
nbove mentioned, The road tax is a 
fixed amount of $2.50 per quarter sec- 
tion per year; acd the schvol tax a 
varying amouut, dependent on the fin- 
ancial standing of the school district 
and its immediate needs, varying all 
the way from $4 to $10 per quarter 
section, but very seldom! reaching the 
latter amount, This is a lower rate 
of taxation than prevails anywhere 
elsa in Canada or the States, and is 


well worth the cureful consideratioa | 


of intending settlers. No tax is paid 
to the Territorial government and mo 
direct tax to the federal government, 


To understand the case thoroughly 
for purposes of comparison; Canada, 
although a part of the British em- 
pire is for all internai purposes prac- 
tically a sovereign power, paying Do 
tax for other than her own purpos-’, 
and having the only say regardin { 
that tax. The national revenue (is 
raised by a system..o2 customs and in- 
ternal revenue duties, No tax on land 
or property is levied by the national 
Canada is a confedera- 
The Nerihwest '“er- 
ritories was acquired by confederated 
Canada by purchase from, the Hudson's 
It is represented in the

It has been granted a local legisla_ 


| ture and government with powers of 


legislation and administration similar 
held by the several provinces. 


| The local or Territorial government 


| the educational and 


has sole authority in educational; 
municipal and personal matters. it 
has the power to tax for Territorial 
purposes. It delegates this power tio 
municipal or. 
ganizations created by it, bur does 
not itself exercise it or benefit by it- 
Its principal source of revenue is a 
sum voted fpr that purpose by the 
federal parliament, in the place of the 
fixed subsidy which the provinces draw 
from the national revenues under the 
terms of confederation. It is Irom 


this sum thnt the aid to schools is 
given and the necessary expenditure on 
the larger public works is made. It is 
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because of the cimglicity acd therefore 
little cost of the loca! governmental 
machinery, and that there is no debt 
to pay interest on that such a large 
proportion of the Territorial revenues 
are available for direct expenditure 
on schools and roads 


Tt should be remembered that 
the national revenues from 
which the territoria! and provin- 
cial subsidies are provided in Canada 
are raised by customs duties averag- 
ing somewhere between. 25 and 30 per 
cent. as compared with) customs du- 
ties in the United States averaging 
over 50 per cent. That instead of a 
direct tax for state purposes besides, 
such\ as is levied in the United States, 
the expenses of the territorial and pro- 
vincial governments are borne by this 
25 to 30 per cent customs rate. That 
70 per cent cf the expense of schpol 
teachers salaries in the .Torritoiries 
comes out cf the same fund withisut 
direct taxation on ihe people. That 
the large ioca! yublic works in the Ter- 
ritories are provided out! of the same 
fund without a cent of state or muni- 
cipal taxation. And that in the road 
or local improvement tax the settler 
is given all possible advantage as 
ogainst the non-resident speculator, 
While the costs of manugement are a 
merely nominal sum to the overseer, 
for his time actually employed. Can- 
ada is the mest lightiy taxed country 
in the world and the Territories are the 
most lightly taxed part of Canada; 
while enjoying every advantage that 
comes with good government. 

Manhood suffrage and the secret 
ballot prevail in federal and territor- 
inl elections, but in. school districts, Lo- 
cal improvement districts, and village, 
town aud city municipalities orly those 
vote who hold taxable property, and 
in geome schobdl matters, the visite is 
restricted to resident ratepayers. Ua- 
matried women whe own! taxable prop- 
erty have a vpte in school and muni- 
cipal matters but not .im territorial or 
federal elections. Rod 

The gospel has kept pace with the 
law in iniluencing social life in the 
Northwest. Or rather it may. fairly 
be said to have prepared the way for 
the establishment of the law which it 
now aids so greatiy to uphold. Mis- 
fionary enterprise has been a promin- 
ent feature of pioneering in the North- 
wes} for the past fifty years. The 
Christian zeal of thea various church 
bodies of Kastern' Canada has never 
allowed the Northwest to jack Chris- 
tian teaching. And the same zeal is 
manifested in the west’ us fast as its 
various settlements become able to 
provide for their own cburches. The- 
day the various Protestant  todies, 
Methodist, DPrejbyterian, ‘Anglican, 
Baptist, and Lutheran ard strongly 
represented in the Edmonton district. 
The seat of the Roman Catholic dio- 
cese of St. Albert is at St. Albert. nine 
miles northwest of Edmonton, with 
congregations in many parts of the 
jiistrict. And the Grthodox Greek 
churck has a following of several 
thousand. The Salvation Army is rep- 
resented in most of the larger towns 
of the Northwest including Edmpnton.

MARKET PRICES. 

As Englacd is the world’s market 
for its surplus wheat sv it is for its 
surplus meat. Wheat is much more 
weighty according to its value than 
meat, consequently the freight takes 
up 2 greater proportioa of the value 
at the point of consumption than in 
the case of meat. Long distances and 
consequent high freights, are of the 
highest importance to the grain grow- 
er. They are not soimportant to the 
grower of live stock. The railrcad can 
take a higher rate per pound for the 
transport of live stock than for grain 
and still the preducer will not feel it 
eo severely, becuuse of the greater 
value per pouzd cf the article trans. 
ported. There is no doubt that the 
rate for the transport of grain bo 
Montreal »y rail and water is a ser- 
ious matter, although it is less than a 
cent a pound. But the rate of a cent 
2 pound charged for live stock is not 
by any means a serious tax on that 
industry. Indeed the diiferance ‘be- 
tween the rate from itdmonton and 
from Western Ontario to Montreal is 
so little that the difference in tbe ex- 
port price between cattle in Western 
Ontario and Edmonton is scarcely no- 


ticenble. Indeed it is a question if an 
actually higher price is not realized 
here. Last fall good steers three 


years old in spring were worth $35 to 
$40 for export, which is a littie below 
the usunl price. The spring price is 
generally somewhat higher and has 
usually run about $45 to $47. When 
it is considered that these steers are 
raised on pasture which costs rothing 
and on hay which is bad for the cut. 
ting, it is easily seen that if the freight 
is perceptibly higher from here than 
from Ontario the balance of profit is 
still very largely in Edmonton’s favor. 
Even were the farmer confined to his 
own land for the pasturage and fodder 
for his cattle, he would. still have the 
advantage of richer and cheaper land 


and a climate which tended towards 
greater perfection. 

A word as to the quality 
of the pasture and fodder here. 
Cattle are sold off the grass for the 
British market every fall. No one 
thinks of feeding up cattle for that 


matket as is necessary in the case of 
the cattle of the southern ranges in 
the United States. The Texas steer 
must be cora fed before he is fit for 
shipment and the profit is divided be- 
tween the canchmaa who grew the ani- 
mal and the feeder who grew the corn. 
In the Canadian West, and particular. 


ly in the chiaook belt, the 
farmer or rancher who rears 
or Pasi ures the cattle gets 


the whole profit without the expense 
off a bushel or a pound of feed, other 
than the prairie grass. A few, hun- 
dred miles of difference in rail rates 
mikes practicully no difference in the 
freight on cattle on a haul to the At- 
lantic seaboard, while the difference 
of a couple of hundred miles may 
mean a great deal of difference in 
winter climate and summer pasturage, 
and therefore in the cost and profit of 
cattle rearing 

Ancther = yeint 
ing is that cattle 
selves to market. That 
driven afoot from the ranch to the 
railway station. It therefore makes 
as little difference how. far the ranch 
or farm is from town; as it does how 
far the shipping station is from the 
ultimate market. The principal ship- 
ments of cattle for the English market 
are in spring and fall. The spring 
sbipments are rot as large as those in 
the fall, but the fact that cattle are 
shipped every spring direct to England 
to be slaughtered at the port of de- 
barkation, which have wintered fat on 
hay alone, is proof as to the quality 
of the hay and the nature of the eli- 
mate that need not be eularged upon 

Butter is in much the same _posi- 
tion when distance from ultimate 
market is considered as are cattle. The 
conditioas of preduction are more im- 
portant than the freight rates. As al- 
ready stated the natural conditions 
could scircely be improved upon. But 
the value of butter depends very 
greatly on the method of manufacture. 
With a view to encouraging lrrroved 
methods of dairying, some years ago 
the Dominion department of agricul- 
ture assumed the management of sev- 
eral creameries that had been estab- 
lished in the Territories, and establish- 
ed others. One of these creamer- 
ies is located at Edmonton 
with a branch about 25 miles north- 
easterly, near Bort Syuskatchewnrn. 
Cream is gathered from the surround- 
ing farms, for a radius ef about 
twelve miles, and the net return io the 
Larmerc for the product of the past sea- 
son has been ubout 20¢ a pound cash. 
A great deal of butter is made on the 
farms as well and sold in town, fre- 
quently at much higher ETices, but 
sometimes much lower. The success 
that has been achieved by the cream 
eries in the Territories under govern- 
ment management shows what the jin- 
dustry is capable of in producing pro- 
fit, and also bow unlimited tke market 
is an? how iboroughly it is within 
reach. A part of the make of the gov- 
ernment creameries has been sent to 
Exgland, part to the Yukon, and some 
to Japau, but the greater part to the 
Kootenay micing region in Pritish Qo- 
lumbis. The nearest market is the 
best demand. 

Hogs are shipved alive in large num- 
bers to be slaughtered in the Keote- 
nay, and a large packing business has 
been established in Edmonton. As a 
result the price of live hogs has been 
from 5c to 5 1-f-> a pound fer the whole 
of the past year. With the large 
yields of barley. oats and rocts pra 
duced here from Iand casting from 
nathirg up to $12 or .$!5 an acre, this 
is considered to be a very profitable 
@rice. So far the Keotenay mining 
Tegion and the fur trade of the porth 
has taken 2ti the availabla product. 
Indeed only = small part of the near- 
by demand has yet been supplied frogn 
this district. As mining develops in 
British Columbia and as trada de. 
velops in the great north the demand 
for hogs and bog products will increase 
@s fast as the supply. In the matter

of hogs as well as butter, poultry and 
vegetables the westerly situation of 
the Edmontoa district means proxi- 
mity to the best market on the contin- 
ent, and the one most certain to in- 
crease in its demands.

Next to the price of .what he has 
to sell the prospective settler wants 
to know the price of what he has to 
buy. And again there is danger of 
an exaggerated idea being conveyed 
regirding prices because of the long 
haul. No doubi the haul is long; but, 
as in export rates, the long haul gets 
a per mile advantage, and there are 
cther conditions which tend to keep 
down prices. The principal of these 
is the fact that as Edmonton is a 
wholesale point all impottations are in 
car lots. And as competition is brisk 
the consumer gets all the advaniage 
there is in these lesser rates. The car 
lot rate to Edmonton is less than the 
rate on less than car lots to many 
points in Manitoba, and as the com. 
petition amongst dealers is always 
keen at a point at which there is am- 
ple capital engaged in trade when that 
is divided amongst niany hands, 
prices of store goods ure at a mini_ 
mum.

FUEL. 


In a northern latitude the question 
of fuel is necessarily of very great im- 
portance. Although the winter wea- 
ther may be tempered by: the mild- 
ness of or compurative absence of 
wind. there is stil) winter, and it 
must be provided against. The cost 
of fuei in an entirely prairie region is 
‘probably the heaviest of tha many 
taxes which the new settler has to 
bear. Whether crops are bad or good, 
prices high or low, tuel must be had or 
life cannot be sustained. The Ed- 
monton district is doubly biessed in 
the matter of fuel. The many con- 
siderable wooded areas and the num- 
erous smaller clumps or bjuffs en- 
sures un abundant supply of fuel at 
the lowest possible cost to the settler, 
his own labor. If the settler desires 
to cut wood on government land he 
must secure a permit at a smal! fee, 
This is required in order, to prevent 
waste. But otherwise the settler has 
the full advantage of the public tim- 
ber at the mere cost of his own labor. 
While he is always near fuel timber 
at least, so that the labor is reduced 
to a minimum. @ontrast this condi- 
tion with that prevailing on any part 
of the ogen plain, where fuel must 
either be purchased for cash at the 
railway station or hauled for great 
distances over the rlains with incal- 
culable discomfort and great risk, 
and any disadvantage that the Ed- 
monton district may be at in the mat- 
ter of freight ratesis far overbalanced 
in cash as well as comfort. Indeed 
settlement is possible in this district 
under circumstances which would ab- 
solutely prevent it in the prairie 
regions. 

But this district has not only abun- 
dance of wood. It has an even great- 
er abundance of coal. The country 
seems to he absolutely underlaid with 
coal. The Saskatchewan river in its 
northeasterly course from its source 
in the Rocky Mouctains to its mpst 
northerly bend at Victoria, a distance 
of about 300 miles cuts through suc- 
cessive coal beds for the whole dis- 
tance. At Edmonton three workable 
seams, one below the other, underlie 
the town and extend for miies up and 
down the valley in both its banks. 
These seams are from two to four feet 


thick, the two upper cnes being the 
thicker. Only the upper seams are 
worked. In some places up the river 


the seams are 50ft. in thickness. There 
is no such lavish supply! of coal any- 
where else in the known world. The 
quality of the seams at Edmonton is 
excellent fort household use,but it is not 
a coking coal, and is not altogether 
satisfactory for blacksmith use. The 
fault of the Edmonton coal is that 
exposure to the weather causes it tp 


break up into small pieces. The 
quality improves, however, as the 
mountains ,are approached. For 


household use it is superior to any 
other coal on the market. It is easy 
to light and easy to control, and is 
perfectly clean, to handle or to burn, 
thaft is it does not igive off soot. Fire 
can be kept in vock stoves as well as 
heating stoves ull night without dii- 
ficulty. In many parts of the district 
local coal mines have been opened. The 
yrincipal of these is about i6 miles 
j north of Edmonton, on Egg lake creek, 
north of Sturgeon river. The seam ‘is 
very much thicker than those at Ed- 
monton and the coal comes out in very 
large rieces.° South of the river, about 
eight miles, on the White Mud Creek, 
a coal mine is worked. The coal is 
hauled two miles to Ellerslie station 
by team and shipped from: there to 
Calgary where it competes with ccal 
from all other points in Alberta for 
household use. (Coal is so abundant in 
the Edmonton district that no especial 
value attaches to land because it is 
underlaid by coal. In the tewn of 
Edmonton coal is delivered to custom- 
ers this winter, 1902, at $2.50 per ton. 
It has been delivered during: some pre- 
vious winters as low as $1.50 per ton. 
The usual price to farmers at the 
mines is $1.00 a ton. Although) wood 
is abundant farmers unywhere near 
where mines are being worked) use 
coal fer winter heating in preference 
to wood.
